Paralysis epidemic to be awaVenetl 
/nun ils indifference* to tlic need of 
preparedness asainst just such epid- 
emics? Is it not a snl commentary 
t>n our public intelligence that in- 
nocent victims 
still must die that 


others may live? And is it not dis- 
couraging to Vr.ow trut our lessons 
need to be learned over and over 
again through pain and sorrow? 


The preat truths stand out con- 


cerning the recent Infant Paralysis 
epidemic. The first is that fear still 
constitutes a more effective guide tc 
right living than does knowledge 
and reason.

Reducing Bread Prices. 


Englishmen of the Georpirm period 


!iad a dranic method cf d^Iin? with 
the problem of drar food. In 1S13 sev- 
eral hundred summonses were Issued 
by the lord mayor against baters for 
selling flour at exorbitant prices and 
many heavy fir.es were Inflicted. More- 
over, the lord mayor Intimated his re- 
solve .to keep watch on the matter un- 
til the price of flour was reduced to 
an t-quItaMe level. There was not only 
an attempt to keep down the bread 
prices by punishing bakers who tried 
to make too much profit In war time, 
but serious efforts were made to re- 
duce the quantity of bread consumed. 
Thus the proclamation of 1SOO, con- 
demning the eating of pastry, exports 
and charges til heads of families to 
reduce the consumption of bread by at 
least one-third of the quantity con- 
sumed In ordinary times, and In no 
case to suffer the same to exceed one- 
(juarter loaf to each person la each 
week.

If the plants produced nectar ant 


pollen all the year round we-shouli 
have no hocey; but the wise bee 
knows winter will come, and makes 
provision for It. Nectar Is the corma 
food of the bees, honey an "emergency 
ration"* manufactured frora It In as 
concentrated a forra as possible. Nee 
tar consists of 70 per cent of water 
and the rest cane sugar and flavoring 
matter. In honey, oh the other hand 
there Is only 7 to 10 per cent of water 
and the cane sujar, by the process o: 
digestion, has become grape sugar. A! 
rugar becomes transformed Into grape 
rogar In the human system before It 1 
assimilated. The bee, therefore, vlur 
Ing summer digests and concentrates 
Id} food for winter. Each portion o 
nectar Is digested by two or more bees, 
and regurgitated. The heat of the hlT< 
helps the process, end also aids In th« 
(evaporation of the superfluous mois- 
ture.
